CAPE HATTERAS. N.C. (A P)— 
H u rricane E sther continu ed her 
relentless path toward the North 
Carolina coast and 
V i r g i n i a 
capes 
today 
while 
hu ndreds of 
persons fled to higher grou nd. 
At it a.m . the W eather Bu reau 
said the dangerou s storm was 320 
miles sou theast of Cape H ateras 
bearing on a cou rse which shou ld 
bring 150 mile per hou rs winds 
to the battened-down coast early 
W ednesday morning. 
H u rricane warnings were dis­ 
play ed from Jherry Point, N.C., 
northw ard to the Virginia capes. 
“ Safety precau tions shou ld be 
started now.” the W eather Bu reau 
warned. 'Some escape rou tes will 
becom e flooded as w aters rise to­ 
day and tonight.” 
H u rricane w arnings were raised 
this morning from Cherry Point, 
N.C., northw ard to the Virginia 
Capes. 
Gale 
force 
winds 
were 
forecast for that portion of the 
coast and were forecast to in- i 
crease to hu rricane strength—7 5 
m iles per hou r- 
Gale 
w arnings w ere ex tended 
northw ard 
from 
the 
Virginia 1 
Capes to Cape May , N .J., and ov - i 
er the sou th half of Chesapeake 
Bay . H u rricane watch continu es j 
northw ard 
from 
M y rtle 
Beach, 
S.C., to Cherry Point and from 
the Virginia Capes to Cape May . ; 
At 8 a.m ., the W eather Bu reau 
said the big storm was 335 statu te 
m iles sou theast of Cape H atteras j 
and bearing tow ard the coast at 
14 miles an hou r. 
Rising tides and seas already 
w ere 
bu ffeting 
this 
coast 
line, 
known as the grav ey ard of the 
Atlantic. 
Bu t the W'eather Bu reau said 
the 
northw esterly 
cu rv e of the 
storm cou ld carry the ey e. or cen­ 
ter of the storm , ju st off the coast. 
Coastal 
residents, 
v eterans of 
m any a big blow, worked throu gh­ 
ou t the night, mov ing hou se trail­ 
ers to higher grou nd at M orehead 
City , abou t 7 5 miles from Cape 
H atteras. 
Tides were ru nning u p to three 
feet abov e norm al and the ocean 
w as rou gh with heav y swells. The 
Coast Gu ard said the swells hav e j 
ex isted for "tw o or three day s.” j 
possibly cau sed by earlier hu rri- ;

The towers are radar stations that 
form part of the U.S.-Canadian de­ 
fense warning sy stem .

y ear earlier. 
The Agricu ltu re D epartm ent es­ 
tim ates that slightly m ore than 
14 million children will participate 
in the school lu nch program this 
y ear. It also reports that 6.8 mil- 
lion persons in 46 states, the Dis 
trie of Colu mbia and the te rritor­ 
ies 
participated 
in

distribu tion progTam du ring the 
1961 fiscal y ear ended J u te 30. 
This com pared w'th 3.4 million a 
y ear earlier.

persons for pu rchase of foods at 
regu lar

plan, certain foods acqu ired by

CAPE HATTERAS, N.C. (A P)—

crease to hurricane strength—75 
miles per hour-

N .J., and ov­ 
er the south half of Chesapeake 
Bay. H urricane watch continues

At 8 a m., the W eather Bureau 
said the big storm was 335 statute 
m iles southeast of Cape H atteras 
and bearing toward the coast at 
14 miles an hour.

Social Security Heads List 


1959 Farm Income Statistics 


E. H. Biedenholz, district man­ 
ager of the Chillicothe social se­ 
curity office, said today that about 
86,400 farm ers reported farm in­ 
come during 1959 in Ohio to get 
social security credits according 
to a report of the Bureau of Old- 
Age and Surv iv ors Insurance. 
Biedenholz n ot e d that 101,000 
farm ers in Ohio reported their 
earnings for 1955, the first y ear 
they were cov ered by social se­ 
curity . 
Nearly 2V4 million farm ers in 
the United States reported their 
earnings for social security cre­ 
dit in 1955. Between 1955 and 1959 
an estimated I million farm ers in 
this country stopped filing tax re­ 
turns either because they h a v e 
become social security beneficiar­ 
ies, stopped farming, 
shifted to 
non-farm work, or died. Not q uite 
the same number of farm ers be­ 
gan filing returns since 1955, Bied­ 
enholz stated. 
According to the 1959 Census of 
Agriculture, there were 3.7 mil­ 
lion farm s in the United States. 
The difference btween this 37 
million figure and the 2v * million 
who reported their earnings for so­ 
cial security credit is made up 
largely of farm ers with net earn­ 
ings of less than the $400 a y ear 
req uired for social security cov er­ 
age. 
Mr. Biedenholz pointed out that 


12,700 farm employ ers in 
O h i o 
reported 45,400 farm hands in 1959. 
Total annual farm wages report­ 
ed for social security credit in the 
United States rose from $1.5 bil­ 
lion to nearly $1.9 billion between 
1955 and 1959. Tax able wages for 
farm workers increased each y ear 
from an av erage of $795 for each 
worker to $980 in this same per­ 
iod.

E. H. Biedenholz, district m an­ 
ager of the Chillicothe social se­ 
curity office, said today that about 
86,400 farmers reported farm in­ 
come during 1959 in Ohio to get 
social security credits according 
to a report of the Bureau of Old- 
Age and Survivors Insurance. 
Biedenholz n o t e d that 101,000 
farm ers in Ohio reported their 
earnings for 1955, the first year 
they were covered by social se­ 
curity. 
Nearly 2V4 million farmers in 
the United States reported their 
earnings for social security cre­ 
dit in 1955. Between 1955 and 1959 
an estimated I million farmers in 
this country stopped filing tax re­ 
turns either because they h a v e 
become social security beneficiar­ 
ies, stopped farming, shifted to 
non-farm work, or died. Not quite 
the same number of farmers be­ 
gan filing returns since 1955, Bied­ 
enholz stated. 
According to the 1959 Census of 
Agriculture, there were 3.7 mil­ 
lion farms in the United States. 
The difference btween this 3 7 
million figure and the 2V# million 
who reported their earnings for so­ 
cial security credit is made up 
largely of farm ers with net earn­ 
ings of less than the $400 a year 
required for social security cover­ 
age. 
Mr. Biedenholz pointed out that 


12,700 farm employers in O h i o 
reported 45,400 farm hands in 1959. 
Total annual farm wages report­ 
ed for social security credit in the 
United States rose from $1.5 bil­ 
lion to nearly $1.9 billion between 
1955 and 1959. Taxable wages for 
farm workers increased each year 
from an average of $795 for each 
worker to $980 in this same per­ 
iod. In Ohio, this amounted to an 
increase of about $8 
million in 
farm wages over the 
five-year 
period, he concluded.
